4. The examiner withdraws the previous 35 USC 1 12, 1 st para, rejections of claims 
1-6 based on the explanation of the applicant for the meanings of "switchover means" for 
triggering a function (see the specification, pages 5-6), although using "a switch" to 
trigger a specific function has been very well-known on many electronic display 
devices/apparatus); further, claims 1-6 were canceled on 9/12/2006. 

A vehicle navigation system as in amended independent claim 7 is not anticipated 
with cited prior art. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 24 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. According to line 1 of page 7/1 1 (filed on 9/19/2006)., claim 24 
is a dependent claim; however, it is unclear of dependency.
